I am recommending that Mr. Michael Edward Sullivan, a former 
Summer Camp Employee of this Council be placed on the confidental 
file* 

MTo Sullivan is an admitted, active homosexual. Mr. Sullivan 
revealed this fact to me and my wife on the night of July 10, 1983. 
Mr. Sullivan was then employed by this Council as an aquatic dir- 
ector at our summer camp 

It is now confirmed that Mr. Sullivan propositioned at least 
one Staff member while in Camp and that he did attempt to have a 
sexual relationship with a staff member who is only 16 years of 
age. The young man who was unwilling involved in this attempt 
does not wish to press charges against Mr Q Sullivan. 

At least 3 members of our Camp Staff know of Mr. Sullivan's 
problem. It is my desire to protect other minors from Mr. Sullivan's 
agressive sexual behavior* I have determined that he is jaot cur- 
rently registered with the B a S»A., however this was an oversight 
and I believe he will try to register at some future date. 

He is a qualified aquatic instructor with a current Nat- 
ional Camp School card expiring in 1988.
